As California’s record-breaking 
drought continues, Cal State Long 
Beach is trying to reduce its water 
consumption by 20 percent, accord- 
ing to Paul Winco, CSULB’s energy 
and sustainability manager. 

“Basically, this is our response to the 
governor,” Winco said. “CSULB, along 
with the rest of the [Cal State Univer- 
sity system], has been asked to reduce 
water consumption.” 

Winco said he is meeting with 
administrators this week to discuss 
CSULB’s water conservation policy. 

He said that CSULB, which con- 
sumes roughly 190 million gallons of 
water per year, has already invested 
in new technology to reduce its water 
consumption. 

“We have low-flow urinals, a weath- 
er-based irrigation [system] ... and we 
have begun to convert our landscape 
to a drip irrigation system,” Winco 
said. 

Additional efforts to reduce water 
consumption, such as aerated rest- 
room faucets and new water-efficient 
landscaping are dependent on avail- 
able funding, Winco said. 

Winco said, however, that stu- 
dents’ access to water on campus will 
not be affected by water conservation 
efforts. 

Gov. Jerry Brown asked the state in

Stanford University professor Rich- 
ard N. Zare delivered a presentation 
titled, “Shaken and Not Stirred - Why 
James Bond Prefers his Vodka Marti- 
nis That Way,” at the Hall of Science 
yesterday. He said he has developed a 
fascination with the chemistry, bub- 
bles and the “fizzics” behind drinks. 

“Once you start to know something 
like this, it makes your world richer,” 
Zare said. 

Zare became intrigued with fizzles 
after a friend asked him about the

movements and growth of bubbles in 
beer and other carbonated beverages. 
“This question about bubbles led on 
to anything to do with drinks,” Zare said. 
After the question left him wonder- 
ing about the chemistry behind Bond’s 
favorite cocktail, he said he dedicated 


more than a year to finding the answer, 
and hasn’t looked at carbonated drinks 
the same way since. 

During his presentation, Zare dem- 
onstrated why Bond’s martini is al- 
ways prepared the same way, by shak- 
ing and stirring ice with ethanol, the 


main ingredient in 
alcohol. 

“Stirring is an 
inefficient form of 
shaking,” Zare said. “That’s all it’s 
about. There is a difference — the 
shaking is colder.” 

Zare explained that stirring mar- 
tinis melts the ice faster and shaking 
creates tiny air bubbles in the drink 
and changes its taste. 

“If you’re a martini kind of sir, then 
you can detect these differences,” 
Zare said. 

Zare called other theories about 
Bond’s shaken, not stirred preference, 
“silly.”

Panelists talk low retention 
rates of African-Americans 


Less than 5 percent 
of students enrolled 
at CSULB are African- 
American.

With Black History Month nearing its 
end, the University Student Union Pro- 
gram Council held a panel discussion at 
the Beach Auditorium yesterday to dis- 
cuss the low retention rates among Af- 


rican-American students at universities. 

The five-person panel began the dis- 
cussion by addressing the low percent- 
age of African-American students at Cal 
State Long Beach, which is less than 5 
percent, along with the problems that can 
arise as a result. 

Counseling and Psychological Servic- 
es psychologist Pamela Ashe offered an 
example of African-American students 
who find themselves in a “lecture hall of 
150 people and ... there’s no one else like 
them.” 

Ashe said a lack of connection between 
African-Americans and the university can

However, Northern and Central 
California communities that are depen- 
dent on their local water supplies have 
already been placed under rationing, 
and residents were asked to eliminate 
outdoor watering. Central Valley grow- 
ers were being told to expect severe wa- 
ter delivery cuts, according to the LA 
Times. 

According to the California Ag- 
ricultural Production Statistics, the 
state produces nearly half of the na- 
tion’s produce. 

Jessica Olave, a senior sociology 


“T think it’s scary because peo- 
ple don’t really know about it, so 
they’re wasting water like every- 
thing is normal,” Soliman said. 

Soliman said that she tries to do 
her part in saving water by doing 
small things, such as taking shorter 
showers and not running water when 
it is unnecessary. 

“Tt’s great that our campus is try- 
ing to save water,” Soliman said. “It 
shows that our campus is actually 
doing something about it. Imagine 
if everyone did that in their own 
homes.”

“Other people have said that by 
melting the ice, James Bond has di- 
luted his martini and it makes him 
stronger,” Zare said. “If you drink 
both, you get the same amount of 
alcohol and get the same biological 
effect.” 

Biochemistry students Megan Van- 
derham and Cindy Trie said they were 
drawn to the presentation because of its 


name. 

“] drink ... soda often,” Trie said. “I 
was curious about what he had to say 
about carbonated drinks.” 

After solving the mystery behind 
‘the notorious agent, Zare moved on to 
explaining the bubble flow in sparkling 
drinks, like beer, by popping open a 
bottle of champagne to observe the 
bubbles and the streamer-like pattern 
they create. 

Although the champagne bubbles 
flow upward, Zare explained that 
with beer, bubbles purify the drink. 


“The bubbles in beer remove the 
hops,” Zare said. “The foam in beer 
is more bitter than the beer.” 

Zare’s research into bubbles has 
made him an expert in the field. 

“Now everybody in the world writes 
to me about bubbles,” Zare said. 

For Vanderham, the presentation was 
a unique experience. 

“T think I need to look at my drinks 
every time I drink it,” Vanderham said. 
It’s like an eye-opening experience and 
it makes you think a little more about 
your surroundings.”

intensify insecurities and trust issues 
students may already have. 

Throughout the event, the modera- 
tor and audience members asked the 
panelists questions. 

Assistant Director of the Educational 
Opportunity Program John Hamilton 
said African-American students should 
try not to have a preconceived notion of 
how college operates. 

“It is very important to make sure 
our students are outside of the bubble, 
understanding what their resources 
are,” Hamilton said. 

He said in some cases, African- 
American students end up dropping 
out because they fail to seek the re- 
sources available to them, which is 
why guiding students to the right peo- 
ple and resources from the start can 
ensure a timely graduation. 

One of the event’s attendees, soph- 
omore health care administration ma- 
jor Asha Moor, said she has found a 
good support system in SisterFriends, 
a networking group for African- 
American women on campus. 

“It’s the first club I joined on cam- 
pus and I never plan on leaving,” she 
said. “They’re mentors and examples 
of professionals in academia that I 
definitely admire.” 

In addition to SisterFriends, there 
are several other organizations on 
campus that help African-American 
students find their place, such as the 
African Student Union and the Men’s 
Success Initiative, Ashe said. 

Men’s Success Initiative Coordina- 
tor Justin Stallings said that for col- 
lege students, “creating your own defi- 
nition of success is key.”

( "aire may be split into six 
different states, at least that’s 
what one Silicon Valley ven- 

ture capitalist is trying to propose. 

Tim Draper, a multimillionaire 
and self-proclaimed “Riskmaster,” is 
in the process of collecting 807,000 
signatures to qualify his six states 
ballot measure by mid-July in order for 
it to be placed on the November ballot, 
according to the Washington Times. 

The proposed division of states 
would be Jefferson, North California, 
Central California, Silicon Valley, 
West California and South California. 

Draper said that splitting up Cali- 
fornia would do something “extraordi- 
nary” for Californians and will “create 
a fresh start.” 

He also said that Gov. Jerry Brown 
is interested in his proposal, claiming 
that Brown is governing a state that 
is “ungovernable,” according to the 
Washington Times. 

Interestingly enough, Brown’s 
spokesman Evan Westrup said that 
Draper’s idea has some “serious practi- 
cal challenges,” according to an article 
from SF Gate. 

We agree and we don’t see Draper’s 
proposal heading anywhere fast. 

Draper defends his proposal by 
reiterating that the size of California 
makes it impossible. for fair representa- 
tion for each region. 


With 35 million people, California 
is the nation’s most populous state, and 
Draper said that underfunded public 
education, infrastructure issues and 
overcrowded prison system are due to 
the sheer size of the state. 

As a blend of Californians from dif- 
ferent regions, we’re perplexed. 

Additionally, we have some ques- 
tions about how this proposal would 
actually be carried out, such as: How 
will each state be governed? How 
would California’s debt be split among 


“ the six regions? And most importantly, 


what will happen to the Cal State Uni- 
versity system, the largest education 
system in the country? 

Draper claims that each state will 
have fair representation through indi- 
vidual governors, because each region 
is socially, culturally and economically 
different. 

Considering that Draper’s split 
would require a total of twelve Califor- 
nia Senate seats, we have a hard time 
believing that Congress would back 
his plan. 

The plan would only reach Congress 
if he can collect enough signatures to 
place his measure on the November 
ballot, which voters would then need 
to approve. 

This whole proposal holds no logi- 
cal, economic or functional standing. 
With the little information Draper is 


providing, we doubt Californians will 
find any merit in his plan, let alone 
Congress. 

We can maybe see dividing Califor- 
nia into two states, but then again, any 
division of the state seems somewhat 
futile at this point.

The USC and UCLA police departments are in- 
vestigating the flier distributers, according to NBC. 

Alleged racism students face on campus has 
inspired the Asian-Pacific Islander (API) or- 
ganization from both USC and UCLA to move 
towards a change in the campus climate. They 
are hosting seminars to raise awareness on the 
issue, and people from all backgrounds are 
joining together to combat future incidences. 

Three years ago, the public stared at the 
face of racism through Alexandra Wallace’s in- 
famous YouTube video “Asians in the library.” 
Wallace was a UCLA student at the time and 
made a public video ranting about the way 
Asians conduct themselves in the library, in 
apartments and on campus. : 

She said Asians are obnoxiously loud on their 
cell phones, saying “ching ching chong,” while 
she was trying to focus on her studies. 

The UCLA administration went on to defend 
Wallace, claiming she was expressing her freedom 
of speech. Wallace said she and her family were 
continuously harassed with death threats, and she 
left UCLA shortly after, according to NBC. 

I suppose it’s nice to see UCLA supporting the 
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Asian students this time around, even though it 
would’ve helped if they had stepped it up three 
years ago. 

UCLA has probably started taking into consider- 
ation that the highest ethnicity in its undergraduate 
student enrollment is Asian, 34.8 percent of their 
student population, according to the UCLA website. 

Additionally, Asians make up the second 
highest ethnic group at USC. Female enrollment 
makes up the majority in both universities. 

The way I see it, this needs to become a human 
issue, rather than an “Asian” or a “woman” issue. 

Racism and sexism of any kind affects every- 
body, not just Asians. 

Although USC and UCLA have come forward, 
saying that all ethnicities are joining together to 
fight this issue, I would like to see a non-Asian 
person interviewed on this matter. 

The public needs to hear from the general student 
body from each university, not just the USC and 
UCLA administrations or the spokesperson for API. 

I also theorize that the creator(s) of the flier 
might be Asian themselves because the flier targets 
Asian women. This screams jilted-lover syndrome. 

It’s tragic that university communities still deal 
with racism and sexism, as if time has stood still 
since the 1950s. 

But seeing as how more than 60 years later, 
Asians and women are the majority at USC and 
UCLA, the flier bombers can suck it.

Coming off its third consecutive win- 
ning tournament, the Long Beach State 
softball team is preparing to face a pair 
of top 10 teams in the Long Beach Lou- 
isville Slugger Invitational at Mayfair 
Park this weekend. 

The 49ers (9-6) will start the tourna- 
ment with a doubleheader against Ne- 
vada (10-5) and Utah Valley (0-9). The 
49ers defeated Utah Valley 8-1 earlier 
in the season at the Easton Desert Clas- 
sic in Las Vegas. 

The 49ers haven’t fared well against 
ranked opponents this season, losing 
10-0 in their season opener against 
then-No. 12 Kentucky and 13-0 against 
No. 23 Louisiana State. They'll have 
- their hands full this weekend with top- 
tier competition. 

Michigan (12-2) and UCLA (16-0) 
rank No. 4 and No. 5, respectively, in the 
NCAA college rankings. Head coach 
Kim Sowder believes the 49ers have 
little margin for error. 

“The defensive part of the game 
needs to be solid,” Sowder said. “When 
you’re playing really good teams, you 
can’t give them extra outs, and this team 
knows that. If we do have mistakes, we 
gotta be able to get out of jams and not 
let games get away from us like a few of 
them have.” 

While the 49ers haven’t always had 
consistent starting pitching, there’s a 
different area of the team that concerns 
Sowder. 

“I think, more than anything, we 
need to improve defensively as a team,” 
she said. “[We] need to continue to grow 
and get better defensively and just mak- 
ing our routine plays.” 

Sowder doesn’t believe there’s a 
special secret to improving defen- 
sively. 

“Just come out, practice and work on 
it; try to make it as game-like as pos- 
sible and do drills,” she said. 

The head coach noted that having 
several players playing new positions 
has led to some struggles defensively. 
She said the more in-game experience 
they have, the faster they’ll improve. 

The one constant so far this season 
for LBSU has been its offense. The 
49ers scored 35 runs this past week- 
end in the Mary Nutter Collegiate 
Classic. 

“We’ve been hitting the ball extreme- 
ly well,” Sowder said. “We’ve scored a 
lot of runs and had so many clutch hits.” 

Leading the potent offense is Ash- 
ley Holmes, who’s already earned Big 
West Player of the Week honors this 
season. The junior leads the team in 
batting average, home runs and runs 
batted in. 

“We have players going 3-4 with 
home runs, and they’re sitting out the 
next day because you have another 
player doing just as well,’ Sowder 
said.

49ers focusing on defense against Hawaii, CSUF 


LBSU will try to slow down the Warriors’ 
potent offense and the Titans’ star guards.

Trailing by just one game in the Big 
West Conference standings, the Long 
Beach State men’s basketball team will 
try to stay in the regular season title 
race by beating Hawaii and Cal State 
Fullerton this weekend. 

The 49ers (12-14, 8-4 Big West) are 
one game behind UC Irvine and UC 
Santa Barbara, both of which are 9-3 
in conference play. They were swept 
by both teams this season, though, so 
even if the ‘Niners win the rest of their 
games, they will need the Anteaters

and Gauchos to lose twice to climb 
back on top. 

The immediate challenge for The 
Beach, though, will come on Thursday 
in the form of Hawaii. The Warriors 
(19-8, 8-5 Big West) sit just half a game 
behind the 49ers in the Big West stand- 
ings, but LBSU won the previous meet- 
ing in Hawaii. 

The 49ers went into that game plan- 
ning to slow down Hawaii’s high-scor- 
ing offense. That plan didn’t come to 
fruition, as the teams combined for 175 
points. But LBSU shot 60 percent and 
took down the Warriors, 92-83. 

Leading the charge in that game 
were Mike Caffey and A.J. Spencer, 
who had career-high point totals of 29 
and 24 points, respectively. 


“The thing about Hawaii was, we 
were able to get into the paint and fin- 
ish,’ head coach Dan Monson said. 
“A.J. [Spencer] got the ball into the open 
court because they pressed us a lot, and 
A.J. [Spencer] was able to get into some 
space and finish in that space ... but 
every game is different, and I’m sure 
they'll make some adjustments.” 

Even though the 49ers came out on 
top of a high-scoring game last time, 
Monson said the team’s defense-cen- 
tric game plan would remain the same. 

“T told our guys that if we don’t de- 
fend better than we did last time, we 
can’t plan on winning,” he said. “It’s 
nice that we were able to shoot 60 per- 
cent, but that’s not who we are; that’s 
just a bonus.” 

Monson emphasized that how the 
49ers play defense could determine 
how. well they do for the remainder of 
the season. 


“We're fooling ourselves if we think 
we can win this game, let alone three 
games in the Honda Center [at the Big 
West Tournament] without being con- 
sistent defensively,” he said. 

Following Thursday’s game, LBSU 
will travel across county lines and go 
to Fullerton, where it will face the 
Titans on Saturday. It will be another 
rematch for the 49ers, who beat CSUF 
75-56 on Feb. 1. 

The Titans (9-17, 4-8 Big West) have 
dealt with inconsistency this season 
and rely heavily on guards Alex Harris 
and Michael Williams, the only players 
on the team averaging double digits in 
points. 

Thursday’s game against Hawaii 
will start a 7:30 p.m. at the Walter 
Pyramid and will be televised on Fox 
Prime Ticket. Saturday’s game will be 
broadcast by ESPN and will start at 6 
p.m. at Titan Gym.

UCLA but lost the fifth set by two and 
let a comeback slip away. 

The Cardinal is led by Steven Irvin 
with 198 kills and 114 digs, right be- 
hind the team’s best defensive player, 
Grant Delgado, with 119 digs. Brian 
Cook also helps dominate at the net 


with 193 kills. 

“Even in losses, [the Cardinal] were 
very close,’ Knipe said. “They are a 
well-coached team, and we will be ex- 
pecting-a tough match.” 

Before Pacific (2-13, 1-11 MPSF) 
lost its last four matches, the Tigers 


were able to come out with one MPSF 
win against a winless UCSD after a 
nine-match losing streak. 

Knipe recognizes the Tigers’ high 
rankings in NCAA even if it doesn’t 
show in its record. Thomas Hodges and 
Tommy Carmody are ranked in the top 
10 for blocks per set. 

The Tigers are led by Christian 
Franceschi with 141 kills and Hodges 
with 130 kills and 57 blocks. Carmody 
contributes defensively with a team- 
leading 83 blocks. 

With team records on both extremes, 
Knipe sees each team as equal compe- 
tition. 

“Given the nature of our conference, 
every team is capable of winning,” 
Knipe said. “We can’t get in over our 
heads against the less successful 
teams.” 

The 49ers are led by Taylor Crabb 
(261 kills) and Ian Satterfield (122 
kills) with Connor Olbright leading the 
NCAA with 11.80 assists per set.
